That election was entirely 
free and open. A revolution, he said, 
could not have occurred in so free acountry 
as Brazil without sume premonitions. There 
is nothing in the last papers received which 
gives any intimation of what is reported to 
bave occurred, aud there is no reason why 
a revolution should have taken place, 
Brazil is a free country, and there is a per- 
fect guarantee of the rights of everybody 
in their persons and property.

The Vegetable Business. 

Why is it that Chinamen do nearly 
allof the vegetable business of the 
State? What little they don’t dois 
done by Italians or kindred races— 
never by Americans. It appears to be 

rofitable, for the Chinamen engaged 
n it always thrive; yet, for some rea- 
son, Americans shun it. That reason, 
probably, is that Americans are not 

good gardeners. They lack that pa- 
tient toil and faithful attention to de- 
tail, so necessary to success. Another 
reason is that Americans look down 
upon it with contempt as a small“ 
business, the same as they would wash- 
ing clothes or selling peanuts. In this 
they make a mistuke, for some of the 
most successful farmers in the State 
are the market-gardeners, and there is 
at least one peanut man who has made 
a fortune at it in Los Angeles. Both 
employments are light, easy, and are 
strictly cash—a reeommendation of uo 
small weight in times when credit is 
so dangerous as at present. They also 
require little capital—a point that is 
likewise an advantage in atime of van- 
ishing capital and most aifficult resur- 
rection of the same.

From St. Louis comes a long circu- 
lar. in which a vigorous attempt is 
made to prove that, of all cities in the 
United States, St. Louis is the one 
preeminently adapted for a world’s 
fair site. One rather delicate subject, 
which the circular grapples with much 
boldness, is the summer climate of St. 
Louis, which we are informed is ex- 
tremely enjoyable “during many sea- 
sons.” An interesting feature of the 
St. Louis exhibit is a map of a portion 
of the United States, with three c#- 
cles drawn, respectively, around St. 
Louis, Chicago and New York, each 
circle with a radius of 500 miles. St. 
Louis claims within such a circumfer- 
ence a larger population than any 
other city in the United States, a popu- 
lation of over 30,000,000, against 
27,000.000 around Chicago and 24,- 
000,000 around New Tork, half 
of Whose circle is, of course, 
in the Atlantic Ocean. St. Louis 
also claims, within its 500-mile circle, 
more than two and a half times as 
many m'les of railroad as within the 


than in Chicago. Finally, the inffor- 
mation is given that the quarantee 
fund of St. Louis is $5,000,000. New 
York, meantime, bas been squabbling 
over the proposed location of the expo- 
sition in Central.Park, to which very 
many New Yorkers object. It has, at 
length, been agreed not to put it there, 
should they get it, and the quarantee 
fund, at last accounts, bad risen to 
$2,500,000. There is, however, nothing 
1 ke the enthusiasm on the subject in 
New York that there is in Chicago. In 
fact,a large number of citizens of 
Gotham openly express the opinion 
that the fair would be a nuisance. Of 
course this view is not shared by the 
hotel men, railroad companies, or 
theatrical managers. 

Washington appears to be out of the 
fight, or, at least, is laying very low. 

As the matter now stands, it looks 
as if Chicago has a very good chance 
to get the covoted prize. Los Angeles 
being not yet quite far enough advanced 
to make a bid, we have no very direct 
interest in the question in this city. 
Such interest as we have, we believe to 
lie in the direction of the Lake City. 
We have previously given our reasons 
for this belief. 


A RECOMMENDATION FROM THE 
SEWER COMMITTEE. 


The Sewer Committee of the City 
Council, at its meeting yesterday, did 
pot refer the report of the Citizens’ 
Sewer Commission to a board of five 
engineers, naming said engineers, as 
was yesterday hastily stated. in double- 
leaded type, by an over-anxious con- 
temporary. 

It did not do so, for the very simple 
reason that it has no power to do any 
such thing. 

What it did do was to recommend to 
the City Council the appointment of a 
commission of five competent en- 
gineers, two from the city, two from a 
distant place and the City Engineer, to 
whom the entire question of sewage 
and the report shall be referred, and 
that said commission shall decide upon 
a plan and submit a report to the Coun- 
cil at its meeting on December 16th. 

The following gentlemen are the 
choice of the committee, and their ap- 
pointment was recommended: Ru- 
dolph Herring of New York; August 
Mayer, City Engineer of Pasadena; 
George Hansen, George C. Knox and 
City Engineer Eaton of Los Angeles. 
Atelegram was sent to Mr. Herring 
yesterday requesting him to serve on 
the commission, if possible, and a reply 
is expected this morning. It will be 
remembered that Mr. Herring in his 
former. plan recommended a sewage 

This action is in accord with a plan 
outlined in Tne Times before the 
opening of the recent campaign. It is 
also in consonance with the views of 
the Sewer Committee, expressed in its 
report as follows: 


It will be noted that we deal only with 
general propositions. This is both neces- 
sarily and properly so. ‘The power to act is 
with your body, aud we desire to hamper 
that action as little as possible. The ma- 
chinery for perfecting details is in the eu- 
gineer department. We have neither the 
time nor the means to lay out and specify, 
piece by piece, the work-to be done. 

Should the Council follow the ad- 
vice of the Sewer Committee and ap- 
point the gentlemen named, there is 
every reason to anticipate that the re- 
sult of their deliberations would be a 
plan of sewerage which the voters could 


approve. It is certainly most sincerely

SACRAMENTO, Nov. 15.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] This morning the National 
Grange visited E. B. Crocker's art gallery. 
In the afternoon the time was devoted to 
discussions of resolutions reported by the 
committees. Among them was one upon 
the issue of paper money and the coinage 
of sliver; also one against food adultera- 
tion. An amendment to the constitution of 
the “National Grange was promulgated for 
authorizing the organization of more than 
ove Pomona grange in each county.

GEN, SCHOFIELD SUBMITS HIs 
ANNUAL REPORT. 


Suggestions for Checking Deser- 
tions—He Recommends an In- 
crease of the Army—Other 
Capital Matters,

Wasuinerton, Nov. 15.—[By the Associ- 

ated Press.] The annual report of Gen. | 
Schofield, just made public, pays special at- 

tention to the desertion question. After 

speaking of the causes leading to desertion, 

such as the roving disposition of many men 

who enlist and the irksomeness of routine 

military duties, he says: 

“A sufficient remedy perhaps will be 
found in the case of all worthy men who 
find that after a few months' trial 1 Bn 
mistaken in their calling. by a more liberal 
exercise of the power to discharge soidiers 
upon their own application than has ever 
heretofore prevailed. Great care in recruit- 
ing to prevent the enlistinent of men of bad 
character and habits may be found praetic- 
able. Measures having these ends in view 
have already been instituted ; also for great- 
er care in the treatment of recruivw by offi- 
cers and non-commissioned officers. The 
records of desertion from the different or- 
ganization# leive no room for doubt of the 
fact that the character of the commanding 
officer has much to do with the extent of the

crime. The remedy is 
to authorize civil officers to arrest deserters, . 
and increase the reward 80 as to compen- 
sate them for their services.“ 

Schofield recommends that the present 
tive regiments of artillery be organized into 
seven regiments, the organiz tion to remain 
the same, except that there be one first 
lieutenant to a battery. He also recom- 
mends that the enlisted strength of the army 
be increased to 30,000, which would supply 
a force necessary for the proposed oo * 
ization of artiliery and infantry, as well as 
giving more margin for recruits under in- 
struction. | 

He recommends the three-battalion or- 
ganization for infantry regiments, saggests 
that hereafter promotions from the 6 of 
second lieutenants to that of colonel, in 
the cases of all officers who are not now 
above the lowest grade, should be made ac- 
cording to seniority of commission in the 
arm of the service to which the officer be- 
longs and not, s now, in part by regi- 
meuts. He futher suggests that hereafter 
officers be commissioned in the arm o 
service to which they belong and in par- 
ticular regiments, so that they may be as- 
signed to regiments and transferred from 
one to another as the interests of the 
service may require. He recommends 
that the pay of nun-commissioned officers 
of infantry, ca and artillery be made 
the same as that now established for like 
grades in the engineers’s. 

Referring to the work of the Board of 
Ordnance and Fortification he says: ‘The 
lan of ‘the engineer department will pro- 
vide all land defenses necessary for the se- 
curity of the great maritime ports of the 
country. In a very few cases these land 
defenses will need to be supplemented by 
fluating batteries and powerful harbor-de- 
tense vessels, because the necessary founda- 
tions for guns do not exist on solid ground. 
Submarine mines and movable torpedves 
will also play an important, though sec- 
ondary, part, in the general plan for de- 
feuse. vision should be made for the 
necessary garrisons at the principal sea- 
ports, A table is given showing the neces- 
sities of this work. The war garrisons of 
our seacoast defenses would be about 85.000 
artillerymen and 1305 guns of modern con- 
struction.” 


Gans for New Cruisers. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 15.—The report of 
Commodore Sicard, Chief of the Naval 
Bureau of Ordnance, makes estimates for 
the ensuing year amounting to $4,545,724.

The armamets for the Philadel- 
phia, Bennington, Concord and San Fran- 
cisco will be completed as soon as the ves- 
sels are ready for them. 


Needs of the National Guard. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 15.—Capt. Taylor, 


who been in charge of the appropria- 
tion for the purpose of providing arms and 
camp equipage for the national militia, in 
his annual report, makes a plea fur an in- 
crease of the appropriation. It was 8200. 
000 in 1808, and has only been doubled once 
since for providing for the needs of nearly 
ten times as many people as then.

THE FENCE WAR. 


MR. WOOSTER. DRAWS A LOAD. 
ED PLOW ON MR. WEBSTER. 


A Compromis8 Impossible — Mr. 
Wooster to Maintain His Rights 
—Both Sides on the Fence — No 
Fence, No Cigars — Latest from 
the Front. 


Last Thursday night some party un- 
known knocked down the frail rail 
fence which for some days has sur- 
rounded the disputed lot on South Ray- 
mond avenue. The Tuts representa- 
tive engaged Mr. P. G. Wooster in 
conversation on the subject, and found 
that gentleman quite ready to talk, 
though he was rather “hot’’ at the bold 
destruction of his fence. 

The story of the disputed lot is 
briefly told. P. G. Wooster sold the 
lot to E. C. Webster about three years 
ago, under the usual contract or agree- 
ment to purchase, and received part 
payment for the property. It was 
during the time that Webster held 
the lot in question under the 
contract that he donated the property 
to the city ot Pasadena for a highway 
or open square, his large building 
fronting it on the north side, and in 
fact encroaching upon it several 
inches. A cement sidewalk rans along 
the south side of the building, which 
extends about 15 feet more upon the 
lot. The new Santa Fé passenger de- 
pot faces the real estate in question on 
the east side. The west side opens on 
Raymond avenue, while there is noth- 
ing but vacant lots on the south side. 

As Webster failed to comply with 
the terms of the contract, he and 
Wooster came to a different under- 
standing, Wooster giving a deed for 
the property and taking as security a 
mortgage upon the lot. 

Subsequently, Webster being unable 
to meet the obligation of the mort- 
gage, Wooster foreclosed the mort- 
gage. This happened about six months 
ago, and the deed is now in the hands 
of Wooster. Recently, in order to take 
possession of the property, Wooster 
erected a light rail tence around the 
lot, which acvion caused considerable 
comment at the time; but the destruc- 
tion of the fence last Thursday night 
looks like business.“ ‘ 

About 11 a.m. this morning Wooster 
engaged a team and ordered the lot 
plowed up, whieh again caused much 
comment. 

During his conversation with the 

8 representative Mr. Wooster said: 
*“Heretoiore I have been ready and 


anxious to compromise, but things are 


now getting in such shape that a com- 
promise is impossible. 1 propose to 
maintain my rights.” at 
There is considerable diversity of opin- 
ion concerning the action of Wooster.

WASHINGTON, a@ the upper end of 
Manhattan Island, but the latter per- 
sisted in holding the position as long 
as possible. Lord Howe threatened to 
massacre the garrison if it did not 
surrender, and on the morning of No- 
vember lech opened 7 cannonade, 
under cover of which hé made an as 
sault with four columns. Knyphausen, 


with the Germans, moved along the 


rough hills nearest the Hudson; Lord 
Percy led some English and German 
troops to attack on the south, while 
other divisions, led by Matthews 
and Cornwallis, crossed the Harlem 
at Kingsbridge, and some light troops 
and grenudiers under Col. Sterlin 
effected a passage a little above Hi 
Bridge. Some Maryland troops, under 
Rawlings, held lines on the north side 
of the fort, and a body of Pennsyl- 
vanians the lines on the south. Col. 
Magaw commanded in the fort. Raw- 
lings and Baxter occupied redoubts 
situated on heavily-wooded hills. The 
enemy fell furiously upon the fort and 
resistance to ow ball and bayonet 
proved unavailing. The British cap- 
tured the fort, and at 1:30 o’clock on 
the followin = their flag waved 
from the wall. The name of the fort 
was changed by them to Knyphausen. 
Tue Americans lost in killed and 
wounded 100, and the British nearly 
1000. It has lately been shown by relia- 
ble documentary evidence that the 
capture ot Fort Washington 
fected through treason. . 
The celebrated French mathemati- 
cian and scientist, JEAN LE KonpD 
D’ALEMBERT, was born in Paris, No- 
vember 16,1717. He wrote his cele- 
brated Memoir on the Integral Calcu- 
lus,” which procured his election to 
the Academy of Sciences, when he was 
but 24 years of age. He was offered 
nsions and important positions by 
‘rederick the Great of Prussia and 
Catherine II. of Russia, but declined. 
At the age of 37 d’Alembert was 
elected a member of the French Acad- 
emy, and died in 1782. He was one of 
the editors of the celebrated “*Encyclo- 
pedia,’’ that monument of the skepti- 
cism of the eighteenth century which 
occupies so unique a place in literature. 
November 16.h, in the ecclesiastical 
calendar, is consecrated to Sr. MAx- 
GARET, Queen of Malcolm Canmore of 
Scotland, who died in 1093. There may 
be recognized in her many of those 
traits which contributed to form sa 
character of sterling virtue, to whose 
memory persons of all creeds and pre- 
dilections must pay a respectful hom- 
age. Margaret was the niece of Ed- 
ward the Contessor, and granddaugh- 
ter of Edward Ironside, the colleague 
of Canute. Her youth was spent in 


- | exile, and her father and uncle nar- 


rowly escaped death at the hands of 
Canute, who, on the murder of Ed- 
ward, sent the young princes to 
Sweden, with orders that they be slain 
privately, but the Swedish monarch 
refused to shed innocent blood, and 
the royal youths were sent to Solomon, 
King of Hungary, by whom they were 
educated. The elder, Edmund, died, 
but Edward married a German prin- 
cess, Agatha, by whom be became the 
father of Edgar Athening, -Christina 
and M ret. On the death of Har- 
old, at the battle of Hastings. 
attempted to vindicate bis right to 
crown against William the Conqueror, 


but was forced, with his sister, to take 
jrefuge in Scotland. subse- 
quently of Mal- 


became 
colm, and the —— 
mated resulted in 
two daughters. Three of the 
sons, Edgar, Alexander and David, 
were successively kings of Scotland, 
and the eldest daughter, Maud, mar- 
ried Henry I., King of England. Mar- 
garet provided for the education of her 
children withthe most sedulous care. 
Her sweet and placid temper, her in- 
numerable acts of generosity and co 
lacence and unbounded charity caused 
— to be beloved by her servants and 
the poor. Oftentimes her benevolence 
exceeded the bounds of prudence. Her 
last days were crowded with adversity 
and distress. Her austere life brought 
on prolonged illness, and the news of 
the death in battle of her husband and 
son, before the Castle of Alnwick, 
Northumberland, caused herown death 
November 16, 1093. She was canonized 
by Pope Innocent IV. in 1251. At the 
Reformation her remains, with those 


of Malcolm, were removed to Spain, 


where Philip II. built a chapel for their 
reception in the Escurial. 

The most remarkable example off 
self-education is furnished by the cele- 


-| brated astronomer and mechanician, 


Dr. JAMES FERGUSON, who was the 
son of a Scotch day-laborer and born 
near Keith in North Scotland in 1710. 


While employed as a shepherd he de- 


voted his leisure to mechanics, and 
wrote a short treatise on levers at the 
age of 7 years. At night he studiea 
the stars, and by the aid of an em- 

loyer was able to study mathematics. 
Darina an illness he madea wooden 
clock which kept time well, and also 
constructed a wooden watch wich a 
whalebone 1 He afterward be- 
came skillful in drawing patterns for 
needlework and in taking portraits in 
India ink. He removed to Edinburgh, 
where, patronized by the Marchioness 
of Douglas, he secured a comfortable 
competence. In 1743 he removed to 
London, was patronized by the Prince 
of Wales, afterward George III., from 
whom he received a peusion. He be- 
gan lecturing on astronomy in 1748 
was elected amember of the Royal 
Society in 1756, and died November 16, 
1776. He was the autbor of several 
works on astronomy and mechanism, 
and has probably done more than any 
other man to disseminate a knowledge 
of science.
